She cited instances, however, where 
many humble homes had been made 
beautiful and attractive w ith little 
work and no out lay of money by the 
cult ivation of Bowers and the care of 
tlh‘ lawn. 


Mrs, W . If. Spear of Coioma read an 
exceedingly interesting and instruc­ 
tive paper on “ The Tw e n tieth Cen­ 
tury Kitchen M aid.” 
The thoughts 
expressed, and brought out in the dis­ 
cussion that followed were tim ely and 
everyone of the many 
ladies present 
gave evidence of t heir deep interest in 
the matter. 
“ The G irl and the School,” was a 
subject which proved 
to be of the 
greatest interest, and was ably treated 
by M iss Esther M. Beatty, instructor 
in household science at the Tniversity 
of I lliuois. 
Miss Beatty said that the tim e was 
at hand when we women 
must learn 
to do our own house work. 
She gave 
a verv vivid account of the work in 
her line at the I'n iversity and at other 
schools throughout the state and na­ 
tion where it has been taken up in 
connection w ith school work. 
'Teaching a girl to cook and keep a 
house fits her for any and all stations 
of life, whet her she marries or remains 
singh . 
Housework is not drudgery 
when the girl understands how to per­ 
form it correctly. 
In learning 
housekeeping 
a girl 
should also learn the value of all a rti­ 
cles therein and learn to use money 
judiciously and 
economically.
